Finding therefore nothing doing, or likely 
to be done, inEarneft, towards the expected Re- 
drefs, thofe Motives which firft induced Silence 
now conipe] Expreffion, that the united Voice 
of tlie whole Kingdom may procure that Satis- 
faétion denied to Individuals: For, tho’ we hear 
of no Reparation, the Intelligence of frefh Da- 
mages is not fotardy. The Spaniards in the 
Weft-Indies rifle our Ships under Pretence of 
an illicit Commerce ; but the Dutch do more 
in the Eaft-Indies: They rifle, rob, defpoil, 
and even murder; and that too, without any 
Pretence at all, unlefs indeed Might, 
Temptation, Avarice, and Cruelty may jointly 
be allowed to forma Pretence. In this Cafe, 
they have a very fufficient Pretence indeed ! 

By fome of the Company’s Ships lately ar- 
rived, we have an Account of later Captures 
than thofe mentioned in the Petition: But how 
thefe pyratical Proceedings. will be palliated, 
how made to accord with the Treaties of 
Friendfhip and Commerce now fubfifting, can- 
not be devifed by any other than a Jefuir, and 
not by him unlefs he be a Dutch Jefuit 5 fince 
if Patriotifm be in as great Efteem in the Uni- 
ted Provinces at this day as it was formerly, it 
may enable him to perform Wonders, and 
make that appear jult and good, which is 
really wicked and abominable. 

Fraud and Diffimulation are Crimes which 
may well be deemed in the Number of the 
moft eminent, becaufe remarkably exercifed 
by the moft eminent Criminal. The Grand 
Apoftate, with whofe vulggr Name is taken 
fo much Licence, we are told gave the firft 
Draught of theie hopeful Twins ; and he has 
been fo faithfully copied by inferior Artifts, 
that it hath fometimes puzzled Connoificurs 
to feparate the Copy from the Original. 

The Dutch, tho’ a People marked for un- 
couth Habits and ftill clumfier Perfons, have 
Heads excellently wel turned for Drawing 
and Defigning : As a Proof of this we need but 
mention the inimitable Piece of Fraud and Dil- 
fimulation they have lately exhibited to the 
World: A Piece which no Artifts but their 
own tan parallel. Nothing can equal 4mboyna, 
Surat, and Sumatra, beyond the Pule of the 
Dutch Sovereignty. “They have even outdone 
their great Original, the D---] himfelf ; for he 
is defcribed to have defpoiled the Innocence of 
Mankind in Enmity to his omnipotent Oppo- 
nent; but thefe defpoil their very Lriends ot 
every thing valuable, for no better Reafon thit 
I can difcover than that they continue Friezd; ! 

“ Better have an open L’nemy than a falle 
Friend,” is an Apothegm not commended 
without the ftrongeft Reaton. If Holland can 
bear the Refentment of England without lofing 
her Liberty, if fhe can ftand againft us with- 
out calling in the Aid of the French Monarch, 
or bowing the Neck of Submiffion to us, fhe 
is grown ftouter than fhe was in th{*Protecto:’s 





Days, when fhe proftrated fo very abjettly. 
The Dutch Patriots, if there are any, would 
do well to confider they will get nothing by 
fquinting towards Ver/ailles, when all their ho- 
nett Views fhould be confined to Vienna and 
London. They will never be affifted by the 
abjolute Tyrant but to their Ruin ; and we flat- 
ter ourfelves, they will never aggrels England 
but co their Punifhment and Humiliation, 

Whatever they may think of their Maritime

To the KING’s Moft Excellent MAJESTY. 


The Humble Petition of the United Company 
of Merchants of England trading to the 
Eaft Indies, 


HAT your Petitioners conceive the Free- 
dom of Navigation to your Majefty’s 
Subjects, and thofe of the States General of 
the United Provinces, was fettled by the Ma- 
rine Treaty of the Year 16743 notwithftand- 
ing which, in or about the Year 1746, the 


Dutch Eaft India Company caufed Notice to _ 


be given to your Petitioners Servants at Surat 
and other Places in Jndia, that they claimed 
an exclufive Right to the Trade of many 
Iflands in the Eaft Indies, alcho” not poffefied 
or fettled by them, and particularly to that of 
Borneo. 

And your Petitioners having in or about the 
Year 1746, fent two Ships, the Dragon and 
the Onflow, to load Pepper at Benjar in the 
Ifland of Borneo ; and notwithftanding the Sul- 
tan of Benjar had aétually agreed with the 
Captain of the Onflow for a Loading of Pep- 
per, and had delivered a Part of its yet 
before the fame could be compleated, a Squa- 
droa of five Dutch Ships of Force and two 
Sloops appeared before the Place, and the 
Commodore went on Shore, and by his fupe- 
rior Force, compelled the Sultan to enter into 
an Engagement not to deliver any more Pep- 
per to the Onfl>w, fo that fhe was obliged to 
depart with about half her Loading only, and 
the Dragon went away from thence empty to 
Batavia. 

That, upon the Dragon's Arrival at Batavia, 
fhe met wuh your Petitioners Ship, the Prince 
Edward, and the Captain of the Dragon being 
by his Inftrutions under the Orders of the Su- 
percargoes of the Prince Edward, they direéted 
him to go back to Benjar, and take in his 
Loading of Pepper: Upon which Baron Imboff 
the Dutch Governor at Batavia, remonftrated 
againft her going there, and gave your Peti- 
tioner’s Supercargoes Notice in writing, that 
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tence that the Place was blockaded, and [cll un 

der the latter Part of the 4th Article of the Ma- 
rine Treaty ; to which your Petitioners Supercar- 
goes were obliged to fubmit, notwithftanding there 
were no Hoftilities then fubfifting between the 
Dutch and the Sultan of Benjar, except chet fend- 
ing the aforefaid Ships to inveft his Port, | 
to compel him and his Subjects to trade with the 
Dutch only. 

Your Petitioners fubmitted to thefe Injuries, 
from an Expectation that the Dutch Governor in 
fi. « would have redreffed the fame, in which 
_~ Petitioners unhappily find themiclves de- 
ceived ; for in the Year 1747, the Ship Fanny, 
belonging to forne of the Inhabitants at fort Merl 
borough in Benceolen, who were Refidents, and un- 
der the Protection of your Petitioners Settlements 
there, anu furnifhed with a Pats from your Peti- 
tioners Governor and Council at that Place, being 
deftined on a Voyage to Priamong, a tree and neu- 
tral Port upon the W. Coait of Sumatra, the was 
interrupted therein by a Proteft from the Dutch 
Settlement at Pandang, claiming the exclufive 
Right of the Trade upon the W. Parts of Sumatra, 
and feveral adjacent Iflands; and infifting thereon, 
the faid Ship Faunzy was, to the great Lofs of the 
Owners, hindered from profecuting her intended 
Voyage. Your Petitioners Servants and the Per- 
fons under their Protection, at Bencoolen, having 
enjoyed a free Trade upon the Weft Coaft of Su- 
matra and the adjacent Iflands ; and knowing that 
the exclufive Trade fo lately claimed by the Dutch 
Company was without Foundation,and not fufpeét- 
ing that any Nation could be capable of afferting 
fuch pretended Right by Aéts of Barbarity, they 
continued to carry on that Trade; and fome 
Time in Fune or Fuly 1748, a Chinaman, 
refiding under the Protection of your Petitioners 
Settlement at Bencoolen, fitted out two Praws, 
which, with their Cargoes, were of the Value of 
12 or 13000 Spanifh Dollars, upon a Voyage to 
Sinbel Porto Nias and Natal, which are free and 
open Ports of the Ifland of Sumatra, to the 
Northward of Bencoolen, and entirely independent 
of any Nation whatfoever ; and having obtained 
a proper Pafs from your Petitioners Governor 
at Bencoolen, they profecuted their Voyage, and 
in the Courfe of it fell in with a Veffel well manned, 
commanded by a Dutchman, and fitted out for 
that Purpofe from Pandang, a Dutch Settlement 
on the W. Coaft of Sumatra, who forcibly feized 
both the faid Praws, and, upon producing their 
Paffes, tore them with Scorn and Difdain, and 
threw them overboard. They then bound the 
whole Crews Company in Fetters, and delibe- 
rately determined to murder the Crews of both 
the faid Praws, confifting of 37 Perfons, Inhabi- 
tants of Benccolen: And for that Purpofe the faid 
Dutch Captain, with all the fame Coolnefs and 
Serenity of Mind, ordered them to be broughi 
feverally upon Deck, and moft inhumanly flain 
before him, and theif Bodies thrown into the Sea, 
and afterwards carried the faid Veffels to Pan- 
dang. But one of the faid Perfons, who had re- 
ceived feveral Wounds which were deemed mortal 
but not proving fo, endeavoured to fave himfelf 
by fwimming; which the Dutchman perceiving, 
gave Dire¢tions to fire at him in the Water, 
whereby he had the Misfortune of a Mufket-ball 
paffing thro’ both his Cheeks, Neverthelefs, he 
reached the Shore, and gave this Account of the 
Tranfa@tion. Your Petitioners Governor and 
Council, reprefented this Matter to the Dutch Set- 
tlement at Pandang, and demanded Satisfaétion 
for this Infulr, and Reftitution of the fhid Veilels 
and their Cargoes, but. without any Effect ; and 
by a Letter from the Dutch Governor of Batavia, 
they afferted the Right of the Netherlands Eaji- 
India Company to fuch exclufive Trade ; and Ba- 
ron Imboff, having repeated the fame by his Pro- 
teft of the 25th of March 1749, againft the Ship 
Delawar, another Ship of your Petitioners, de- 
ftined to Benjar for Pepper. 

That fhould the Behaviour of the Dutch pafs un- 
obferved, and the exclufive Trade by them infifted 
upon be permitted, your Petitioners have juft 


) order 


Reafon to apprehend, that the Dutch - would 
foon not only eftablith themfelves in  this.ex- 
clufive Trade they now fo unjuftly, and with- 
out Foundation, lay Claim to 5 but alfo would, 
as they grew more powerful, totally exelude 
your Petitioners from all free Trade to or in the 
Faft-Indies, where they may have a fuperior 
Power to prevent us ; which your Petitioners 
conceive would not only be a Difhonor to the 
Nation, but likewife.a great prejudice to the 
Trade and Navigation of your Majefty’s Sub- 
je@ts, and a Diminution of the Public Revenue. 
Your Petitioners have prefumed to annex 
to this their humble Petition, Copies and Ex- 
tracts, from fuch Papers and Letters as they 
conceive will fupport their feveral Allegations: 
And moft humbly befeech your Majefty, that 
you will be gracioufly pleafed to take the fame 
into your royal Confideration, and give fuch 
Direétions as may procure ample Satisfaction 
for what is paft ; and may for the future effec- 
tually maintain and fecure the Trade carried 
on in the EZa/t-Indies by your Petitioners 5 and 
from -their feveral Settlements by their Ser- 
vanis, and others refiding there under their 
Protection, as may be becoming the Honor 
and Dignity of the Nation, and as your Ma- 
jefty in your great Wifdom fhall think fit.
